Benson Calls 
Cattle Boost 
Prime Goal 


By WILLIAM KERWIN 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26—(INS). 
Agriculture Secretary Benson 
said today the government is con- 
sidering every method possible, 
including emergency credit, to 
help stabilize falling beef cattle 
prices without resorting to a 
“government gratuity.”’ 


Benson discussed the entire 
problem of oversupply and drop- 
ping prices at a luncheon with 
cattle state senators but empha- 
sized that there ‘‘is no overnight 
cure.”’ 


He told senators that the cattle 
industry is ‘‘doing what it can to 
help’’ and that cattlemen them- 
selves ‘‘don’t want controls or 
price supports.”’ 


AUTO DECONTROL 


The secretary’s statement came 
as automobiles and kitchen appli- 
ances, such as stoves, washing 
machines, dishwashers and iron- 
ers, shaped up as the next items 
for price decontrol. Action re- 
moving price curbs from these 
products is expected within the 
next 10 days. 


Most food products, cigarettes, 
copper and aluminum were re- 
-moved from the list Wednesday 
and prices immediately started 
going up on some of the items.. 


Sam C. Hyatt of Hyattsville, 
Wyo., president of the American 
National Cattlemen’s Association, 
was among those attending the 
Benson luncheon and he _ con- 
firmed the secretary’s statement 
that beef producers do not want 
eontrols or support prices. 


“TRYING EVERYTHING” 


Senators present said the meet- 
ing discussed all factors in the 
beef price situation, including 
importation of beef, and the fact 
that many noncattlemen have 
gotten into the business on a side- 
line basis. 


Benson told reporters: ‘We 
@re trying everything to get 
greater beef consumption — step- 
ping up Army purchases and giv- 
ing more beef to the school lunch 
program, We are also considering 
emergency credit where needed.”’ 


The secretary said he is meet- 
ing with bankers and agriculture 
credit agencies. He added: ‘‘We 
are exploring everything we can 
do on a sound basis without go- 
ing to a government gratuity. 
But there is no overnight cure. 
We didn’t get into this over- 
night.”’

Continues to Expand 


Those who have continued to bom- 
bard the American public with prophe- 
cies of doom to the nation’s free enter- 
prise system sometimes appear ridicu- 
lous in the light of facts. Their predic- 
tions of death to business expansion as 
a result of government policies simply 
don’t add up. 

Proof that the American economic 
system was never healthier is contained 
in the announcement that corporations 
raised more money for expansion in 
1952 by selling securities than in any 
other year in histery.. Industries netted 
$6,400,000,000 in the capital market for 
plants and equipment, according to the 
Securities and Exchange Commission. 
Public financing added $1,900,000,000 
to this working capital, mostly in de- 
fense industries, bringing in a total of 
$8,300,000,000 in.expansion money for 
United States industry. 

It is interesting to note here, too, 
that the amount of risk capital far out- 
weighed the money going into invest- 
ment and holding companies. In 1929, 
the year in which the great depression 
began, steck issues were predominant. 
Of this year’s total of new securities 
offered by corporations, the overwhelm- 
ing balance was on the side of bonds 
and other debt issues for expansions. 
Of a total of $9,700,000,000 offered in 
securities, debt issues accounted for 
$7,700,000,000 of the total. 

It is good to see that the Ameri- 
can people have faith in the future of 
the nation’s economy despite the proph- 
ets of doom.

‘to death. 


In the February issue of ‘‘News From 
Behind the Iron Curtain,” put out by the 
National Committee for a Free Europe, 
refugees speak of many ghastly things: 

Prague’s Pankrac Prison, where some 
of the cells are flooded with water so that 
the prisoner can neither lie down nor sit. 
And where obstinate prisoners are blind- 
folded, taken to a field and ordered to 
dig a grave. Shots are fired from behind 
his back, and he is warned of his fate if he 
refuses to confess. ~ 

Red Czech torturers also go in for insert- 
ing wooden blocks between prisoners’ fin- 
gers and squeezing them together until the 
person faints. Or hanging until uncon- 
sciousness results, then extreme kindness 
followed by additional hangings. 

An emigre Hungarian lawyer tells of 
electric shocks to the eyelids and lower 
groin. And ‘round-the-clock interrogation, 
followed by a command to “‘start running,” 
which victims expect will give the guards 
an excuse for shooting them in the back. 

Students of Red confessions are con- 
vinced that victims who sign statements 
attesting their guilt and then faithfully 
parrot the words in court sometimes do so 
sustained by the promjse that they will be 
spared or given a light. senténce. 

Anyway, our explosive guest Mr. Vishin- 
sky knows the full score. Too bad he isn’t 
encouraged to tell it.

Folks Who Need Homes and Those 
Offering Them Are About Equal 


The letters are beginning to come in 
now, and the funny thing about it is, they 
are about equally divided between the lone- 
some and homeless people who need a place 
to stay and the folks who would like to give 
a home to somebody who needs it. 

But maybe I’d better go back a minute 
and explain: The other day I had a letter 
from a couple living on a farm some 70-odd 
miles from Atlanta. 
They said they had a 
nice home, with lights 
and running water and 
plenty of room. They 
had pigs and chickens 
and a few head of cat- 
tle, and they wanted to 
find somebody, prefer- 
ably a homeless boy of 
15 or so, or an older 
man who had no folks 
and no place to live si é 
where anybody cared for him, ‘he would 
come and live with them. 

They would give him a room and his 
clothes and food and laundry, and in the 
case of a young boy, they would see to it 
that-he got at least a high school education, 
and the love and care that a childless couple 
could offer to a boy who had no parents. 
The only restrictions they put upon their 
offer was that whoever came should share 
their interest in the church, should not 
smoke nor drink nor steal, and should be 
willing to help in the garden, and lookyafter 
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the pigs and the chickens and the®tows. 


They would not care, they said, if whoever 
came should be a little crippled or digfig- 
ured, so long as his health was good.» * 
The first call came from a lady. She 
didn’t give her name. She just said she 
was alone in the world, and would like 
above all to have a place like the one de- 
scribed, and did I think the people would 
consider taking a woman. I told her I 
didn’t know, but they particularly said that 
they wanted a young boy, or an old man, 
and she said she was afraid that that would 
be the case. And she thanked me and 


hung up. 


From far down in South Georgia a letter 
came from an old man, written on the sta- 
tionery of a small hotel. He was over 65, 
he said, but strong and healthy, and he 
had been a Baptist preacher for 50 years. 
He was well educated, he said, and he liked 
to work outdoors. And he’d appreciate it 
if I would send him the name of the people 
who had written me. 


Along toward the middle of the morning 
the phone rang. It was a man’s voice. He 
gave me his name and his address—a place 
very near Atlanta. He had 15 acres of land, 
he said, and a good-sized house. He had 
some chickens and pigs, and he tried to cul- 
tivate a garden. And he wanted somebody, 
white or colored, to come and stay with 
him. He would give them a good place 
to stay—if a white man, he could live in 
the house with him; if colored, he could 
have a house of his own. 


And he didn’t want any boozeheads, but 
if a man felt like he needed a drink on 
Saturday night, that was all right with him, 
If he wanted to go to church on Sunday 
morning, that was fine, but if he didn’t 
that was all right, too. He didn’t object 
to a man’s smoking, and if he cussed a 
little when he hit his finger with a ham- 
mer, he wouldn’t run him off for that. He 
wouldn’t try to run a man’s life. He wouldn’t 
try to govern the workings of his immortal 
soul. He’d just treat him like a man—give 
him a place to stay where he could cook 
his own meals if he wanted to, live his own 
life like he wanted to, so long as it dfdn’t 
interfere with anybody else, and pay him 
a little moné@y on the side, so he wouldn’t 
feel he was an object of charity. 

That’s the way things are shaping up 
now. I’ve no desire to set myself up as 
a sort of lonely hearts club, nor as an _un- 
official welfare agency. The official agen- 
cies do those things as they should be done, 
after careful investigation. But if it helps 
anybody for me-to serve as a sort of clear- 
ing house—passing on the names of those 
who want to help those who need help—I’m 
giad to do it.

Living Together | 


Requires Rules 


God made us to live with each other and 
the process of living requires certain rules. 
Without rules this process of living together 
would be imposisble. Here is a highway 
over which many cars can travel safely 
if they obey such rules as —— on the

Now 

life can be good or bad, 

depending on how well . 

we keep the rules as we Ce 

go along. God laid down five rules to gove 
ern our relationships with each other. The 
first one is: ‘“‘Thou shalt not kill.”’ 

First, this applies to our own selves. We 
did not create our lives and we do not have 
the authority to destroy them. The very 
fact of life carries with it an inescapable 
obligation to live. Frequently the ques- 
tion of suicide comes up. Clearly it is a 
violation of God’s law. Now as to what 
God does about one who so breaks His law 
I gladly leave to Him and do not know what 
the eternal result is. God reserves the 
judgment for Himself and surely He takes 
into account all the circumstances, 

Not only suicide but, of course, murder 
All sensible, sane people 
agree we should not take a gun and shoot 
either ourselves or another person. But 
involved in this rule are the laws of health, 
which to violafé is to kill, evén though it 
may be by degrees. This commandment 
forbids exposing ourselves or others to 
needless physical risks. 

Also forbidden is exposing ourselyes OF 
others to needless moral or spiritual risks. 
We can kill by killing faith or ideals. 
Jotham was a king who did not go to 
church. Being a strong man, he remained 
morally upright. But others, seeing his 
example, did not go either. The result 
was, ‘“‘And the people did yet corruptly” 
(2 Chronicles 27:2). Also, such things as 
ingratitude, neglect and cruelty, indiffer- 
ence can be slow but sure instruments of 
death. 

Forbidden also are the destructive emo» 
tions of men: fear, hate, jealousy, anger, 
envy, anxiety, excessive grief and others. 
It requires developing within .our lives 
the healing and life-giving emotions, such 
as faith, hope, laughter, creativeness and 
love. Love, for. example, is a process of 
giving, and giving through love destroys 
selfishness, which in turn destroys wrong 
desire, which in turn destroys jealousy, 
which in turn destroys hate, which in turn 
will eliminate the hate murders.

Basketball started out as an indoor game 
and it is strictly that in the nation today, 
But there was an outdoor era which I dis- 
tinctly remember. Our school had its dirt 
court and the early games of the season 
were played there in the afternoon. If the 
referee missed a close one, he could always 
blame the dust. Later, we moved inside to 
what passed for a gym—sometimes a boxe 
car structure, sometimes a barnlike ene 
closure with a stove at one end and specta- 
tors and pigeons in the loft.

Nearly a century before General Oglethorpe landed at 
Savannah, white traders from the Carolinas drove their pack- 
horses along the Indian trails that now are Peachtree and West 
Paces Ferry. These were stretches of the main trails that ex- 
tended from the Great Lakes to the Gulf; from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific. Over these ‘‘roads’’ in the wilderness great herds of 
deer and buffalo moved, helping to keep the earth packed and 
free from underbrush. Once thousands of creek warriors moved 
north along this route to meet their enemies, the Cherokees, in 
the battle of the Tugalo. This engagement was so vicious that, 
as legend has it, the river for miles around was a brilliant 
crimson from the blood of the redmen. In later years, white 
pioneers used the same trails to enter and settle north Georgia 
or ‘‘the Indian country.’’

Speaking of a rough life—the 
eyes have it when you consider 
today’s diversions include TV, 
three dimensional movies and 
Pogo.

Serve crisp, raw carrot sticks 
or curls on the relish plate.

COOKED CARROTS 


Use almost no water for boil- 
ing carrots. Like most all veg- 
etables, the smaller amount of 
water that is used the more nu- 
tritive value Is retained. Use 
about one inch of water in the 
bottom of a pan with a tight- 
fitting cover, adding one-half 
teaspoon salt to each'cup. Drop 
carrots into the boiling salted 
water. Cover and boil gently 
for 10 to 20 minutes for the cut 
pieces and 15 to 25 minutes for 
the whole carrots. 

For glazed carrots, combine 
12 cup brown sugar and four 
tablespoons margarine with %2 
cup hot water. Bring to boil 
and pour over two bunches of 
cooked carrots. Bake in a mod- 
erately hot oven about 15 min- 
utes, or cook carefully in a top- 
stove pan until carrots are 
slightly browned and glazed. If 
you have about % cup left- 
over canned, sweetened fruit 
juice, add butter and use as a 
glazing syrup for the carrots 
instead of brown sugar and 
water. 

VITAMIN-CONSCIOUS 

Speaking of vitamins—don’t 
forget that no one vitamin is 
all important in this business of 
keeping well unless you have a 
definite deficiency. Plan to 
have variety in your diet by 
serving fresh, leafy, green or 
yellow vegetables every day. 

Try sausage-stuffed cabbage 
by scooping out the center of a 
whole cabbage and filling with 
sausage and bread crumbs, 
Plan to have coleslaw the fol- 
lowing day to use the center 
white cabbage. This is still one 
of the most plentiful vegetables 
for February and March.

BUYING ASPARAGUS

Cook the whole stalks in one 
inch of boiling water in a tight- 
ly covered saucepan for 10 to 
30 minutes, or until a stalk can 
be pierced easily with a fork. 
Remove carefully to avoid 
breaking. Serve immediately 
with melted butter or marga- 
rine, or brown fine, dry bread 
crumbs in butter or margarine 
and sprinkle* over the hot as- 
paragus in serving dish. This 
adds a crunchiness you will 
enjoy.
